Los Angeles this cost is merely a nominal 
increase in the price of the beverage as 
sold in San Francisco. 
The cost of 
freight is so much less than from the 
East, that the W ieland firm find no 
difficulty in competing with the brewers 
of St. Louis and Milwaukee. 
CAPACITY OF THE WIELAND BREWERY 
People who do not know the facts will be 
astonished to learn that this Coast has an 
establishm ent of so vast proportions as 
the W ieland brewery. The capacity is 
600 barrels a day, and the storage room 
am ounts to 1,500 barrels. The beer is 
made of the best chevalier, or two-row 
barley grown in California, and Califor­ 
nia barley has a world-wide reputation as 
the best that crows.

The current campaign is by no means 
w ithout its comedy, and occasionally we 
are treated to a roaring farce. Even 
the burnt cork drolleries are discounted 
by the cry that the Democratic party is 
engaged in fighting the battles of free 
trade England, that British gold íb being 
freely used to help the Democratic ticket, 
and so on to the end of the chapter. 
Some time ago we unfolded th e plan 
upon which much of the ktuff which 
ornam enta the columns of our Republi­ 
can contemporaries was manufactured 
M r.G.W . Smalley,the industrious London 
correspondent of the New York Tribune, is 
iibthe habit of writing articles which lie 
procures to be published in the English 
newspajiers and he then telegraphs them 
to the 
United 
States 
as 
genuine 
expressions 
of 
English 
opinion 
This trick 
works 
very 
well 
until 
it is exposed. 
The English newspapers 
are represented as being greatly delight­ 
ed at the attitude of President Cleveland 
and the Democratic majority of the 
House 
of 
Representatives. 
P^nglish 
manufacturers are told that they have 
only to wait until free trade is firmly 
established in the United States, and 
then the Millennium will be here. They 
do not also state that, from all present 
indications, it will be the Millennium be­ 
fore free trade will be advocated in this 
country by anybody but theorists or doc 
trinaires. 
B ut there are expressions of British 
opinion which the Republican journals 
are careful not to copy, and for that rea­ 
son we think it well to reproduce two of 
them in the H e r a i.d . 
The first is from 
the M anchester Guardian, the center of 
the cotton manufactures of G reat Britain, 
It is as follows, appearing in the issue of 
th at iournal of July 23d: 
We are represented as being over­ 
joyed at the prospect of being able, with 
the aid of Mr. Cleveland and his party, 
very soon to “ flood” the American m ar­ 
kets with the products of our “ pauper 
labor.” This is an old device, and 
although it has lost much of its ancient 
force, it may, to a certain extent, serve 
the end in view. Every one on this side 
the ocean is aware, however, that the 
prospect of tariff reform is viewed here 
w ith satisfaction on one ground only. 
The mass of our people believe in free 
trade as Americans believe in republi­ 
canism , and just as the latter take pleas­ 
ure in anything pointing to the growth of 
th eir ideal of the best form of national 
government, so we are undoubtedly re­ 
joiced s t the prospect of any step which 
m ay tend to enlarge international com­ 
m ercial intercourse. 
Englishm en take not the slightest in­ 
terest in the tariff reform movement in 
America, while many far-seeing persons 
am ong us regard the adoption of any­ 
thing like free trade in the United States 
as likely to make the latter much keener 
competitors with us in neutral markets 
th an they are now. Such m en do not 
look upon President Cleveland’s policy 
with satisfaction. Having regard to their 
own interests alone, they would much 
rather see the present system of high 
protection maintained. 
Others, again, 
who wish for the extension of free trade 
upon the loftier ground we have men­ 
tioned, think the present policy of the 
Democrats is likely to retard rather than 
to hasten on the progress of tariff re­ 
form. These argue th at if left aloue the 
existing tariff will, in the course of a 
few years, bring on a crisis, under pres­ 
sure of which protectionism will be en­ 
tirely swept away at a blow. 
It will be seen th at this intelligent 
journal clearly sees that, by th e wise pro­ 
visions of the Mills bill, American m an­ 
ufactures will be vitalized and will have 
an even chance in the m arkets of the 
world. 
Of late years the m asses have 
been greatly enlightened in the true 
law s of political economy, and the votes 
of hundreds of thousands of American 
workingmen will be determ ined by an 
intelligent appreciation of the immense 
expansion to our trade resulting from 
conservative and intelligent tariff re­ 
form. 
The M anchester Guardian is not alone 
in its correct interpretation of the situa­ 
tion in the U nited States. The Birm ing­ 


ham Daily Post, a journal which is pub­ 
lished in the center of th e iron manufac­ 
tures of England, in its issue of July 
!8th, delivered itself to the following 
purport: 
English traders will learn with a good 
deal of am usement that in the Presiden­ 
tial election campaign in America the 
great cry which the Republicans are 
using against Mr. Cleveland is that he is 
deliberately betraying the interests of 
American trade for the benefit of English 
monufacturers. 
It is scarcely necessary 
to say th a t from an English point of 
view the Mills Tariff bill by no means 
bears th a t aspect. 
On the whole, its 
operation will prohably be distinctly to 
our disadvantage. 
Only in a few trivial 
instances the bill reduces the tariff on 
articles imported from England. 
The 
main object of the measure is by lighten­ 
ing and in some instances removing the 
duties on raw material to lessen the cost 
of the production of American manufac­ 
tures, and of course every step in that 
direction will make the United States a 
more dangerous competitor of England 
in all neutral markets. 
It is perfectly clear, therefore, that if 
the policy of \ir. Cleveland, as embodied 
in the Mills Tariff bill, and as set forth 
in the now historic declaration to Con­ 
gress, has been received with marked 
satisfaction in England, that satisfaction 
was the rebuff which it administered to 
the factious cry for protection in Eng­ 
land. 
W hen Mr. Cleveland’s manifesto 
was made public the Fair Trade agitation 
in England, just then at a considerable 
height, went out like a snuffed candle. 
That was the reason, and the only rea­ 
son, for the delight with which that 
manifesto was received in England. 
If purely selfish considerations had 
been allowed to sway English opinion 
we do not doubt that the feeling among 
clear-sighted English traders would have 
been rather for the rejection than for the 
acceptance of the Mills Taiiff bill. 
If 
English opinion is running in favor of 
Mr. Cleveland’s candidature it is not be­ 
cause any hopes are entertained of m a­ 
terial benefit to our trade to be derived 
from bis continuance in office, but be­ 
cause he leads the party which is, at any 
rate for the time, the party of purity. 
W here the utterances of the English 
newspapers have not been of the Smalley, 
stool-pigeon order, the benefits to Ameri­ 
can industries, in the extension of our 
foreign trade, have been clearly and 
forcibly set forth. 
As we have said at the outset of this 
article, the farce of the present campaign 
is the attempt to get up a raw-head and 
bloody bones English free trade scare, 
with “ fe, fi, fo, íum, I smell the blood of 
an Englishm an,” as the refrain of the 
prosy song. 
It won’t work. 


O u r 
esteemed 
contemporary, 
the 
Evening Express, objects to our classing 
the New York Herald, Times, Evening 
Post, Harper'8 Weekly and Puck as Re­ 
publican journals. 
It says that they 
supported Cleveland in 1884. 
That is 
true, just as it is true of the Boston Her­ 
ald and numberless other Republican 
newspapers. 
The Times remained Re­ 
publican on all issues except the Presi­ 
dency, as did the Post and Harper', 
Weekly. 
All three of them supported 
Ira Davenport for 
Governor 
against 
David B. Hill. They support Cleveland 
because they believe he is the best man 
for the place. 
We will add. for the in­ 
formation of our contemporary, that that 
is the reason why the vast majority of 
the American people will support him. 
The Herald was 3 Republican journal dur­ 
ing and after the war, and it did not sup­ 
port Tilden in 1876, or we are greatly 
mistaken. At that time it had developed 
into an independent attitmde and was a 
free lance, a position it maintained till 
Cleveland ran in 1884. It supported him 
because he was the best man, and ii 
doing it again for the same reason. 
As 
to the position of Puck it was substan­ 
tially the same as that of the Herald. 
The significant thing is that these jour­ 
nals—leaving Puck out of the count- 
were for years the brains and inspiration 
of the Republican party. 


C learly D efin ed Isaacs, 
The real political situation can be 
stated truthfully in a nutshell. There is 
now in the Treasury of the U nited States, 
over and above the reserve required by 
law for the sinking fund, $130,00J.000.

and on some articlee of prim e necessity. 
In Bome cases, where the manufacturer 
has been encouraged by the removal of 
the duty on raw materials, as in wool, 
the duty has been correspondingly re­ 
duced 
on 
the 
foreign manufactured 
article, leaving the manufacturer sub­ 
stantially where he stood before, thus 
guaranteeing the American consumer 
cheap 
goods 
and 
the manufacturer 
an expanded foreign m arket; 
while 
in others, such as iron, the excessively 
high dnties have been equi ably reduced 
No headway will be maiie by a howl 
against free wool, free lum ber, free jute 
bags and other staples of universal con­ 
sumption. The great champion of pro­ 
tection, Blaine himself, is on record, i: 
an eloquent and forcible speech, as to 
the necessity of free lum ber. A fastidi­ 
ously delicate party, like the Republican, 
ought to have no objection to the cheap­ 
ening of soap—that party which is 
fond of alluding to its opponents as “ the 
great unw ashed.” 
M ultitudes of that 
party will see no sense in protecting the 
glass manufacturers by duties ranging 
from 68 to 108 per cent. As against the 
sensible and 
patriotic programme of 
President Cleveland and Roger Q Mills 
and Democratic associates in Congress 
the Republican paity stands for taking 
the tax off of luxuries, even to the extent 
of giving the people free whisky. 
No 
Democratic 
inspiration is responsible 
for this formal utterance of the Repub­ 
lican National platform. 
It distinctly 
declares that rather than disturb any of 
the pampered, war protected industi 
it is in favor of abolishing the whole 
system of Internal Revenue taxation, 
whisky heading the list. 
These are the issues as made by the 
two great national parties. 
Dominating 
them all is the tried efficiency and 
patriotism of 
Grover 
Cleveland—an 
issue of tremendous note of itself, and 
one which will appeal to the voter with 
great force. 


T i i e failure of the age is the attem pt of 
the Republican leaders to convert a re­ 
duction in the present war tariff which 
amounts to only an average of seven per 
cent.—that is, to be exact, a reduction of 
from 40 to 42 per cent., which is the real 
scope of the Mills bill—into free trade. 
The more intelligent of the Republican 
leaders are themselves becoming ashamed 
of this bold pretense. As they are men 
of fair intelligence and possessed of good 
memories, they know well that their own 
party in 1882 professed a desire to reduce 
the tariff an average of twenty per cent, 
that it clamored for tariff reduction in 
1883, and that the platform on which 
Blaine was nominated in 1884 pledged 
the party to tariff revision and reduction!

T h e “ old Roman” has announced his 
intention to speak at a public meeting in 
New York during the coming campaign. 
We have also his promise to come out to 
the Golden 
State 
and make a few 
speeches here. 
Allen G. Thurm an has 
the faculty of making the best balanced 
and moBt thoughtful speeches of any 
of our public men, in this respect re­ 
m arkably resembling the late Thomas A. 
Hendricks. 
His visit to the Coast will 
arouse unbounded enthusiasm. 
H is de­ 
votion to the rights of the masses and 
his splendid anti-Chinese record having 
m ade him hosts of friends even outside 
of his own party. 


W it h the exception of the arrest of one 
drunken man in the Second Precinct of 
the First W ard, the primaries yesterday 
passed off very creditably. A quite high 
grade of men has been elected to the 
County Convention. The 
large 
vote 
polled showed the interest taken in them. 
W e have high hopes that a ticket of 
sterling worth will be presented to the 
people of Los Angeles by the Democracy, 
and such a ticket will be sure to win. 
The Republicans have given us a clear 
course and a certain victory if ordinary 
good judgm ent is shown in our nomina­ 
tions. 


T h e r e are a great m any people who 
have grave doubts as to w hether Mr. 
Blaine really desires to see Mr. Hari ison 
elected to the Presidency. 
They reason 
on the selfish principle, which frequently 
governs politicians, that, having failed to 
achieve the dream of his life, he is in no 
great humor to have the prize go to a 
man whom he looks upon as his inferior 
in every respect. 
Those who hold this 
idea will be confirmed in it by the speech 
in which the Plumed K night defends the 
great trusts which are now threatening 
the whole 
business structure of the 
United States. 
That rem arkable utter­ 
ance will certainly not make Harrison, 
coupled, with his own pro-monopoly, an­ 
ti-labor, pro-Chinese record, any votes. 
On the contrary, it will solidify against 
him that large and influential sentiment 
which believes, with President Cleve­ 
land, that these menacing evils ought to 
be curbed. 
It will surprise no one that 
Jam es G. Blaine, who used his position 
as Speaker of the House of Representa­ 
tives to further the schemes of a railway 
corporation, vacating his high place and 
going on to the floor of the House for 
that 
purpose, should entertain such 
ideas, but it will surpioe a great many 
that he should have expressed them in 
public.

T h e vote of California in this election 
will be specially im portant. 
W hile the 
State is glibly claimed by the Republi­ 
cans the Democrats are even more confi­ 
dent, and justly so. 
That party having 
trium phed in the two last gubernatorial 
elections, California is rightly placed in 
the Democratic column, and we can 
see no evidence that the Republicans are 
able to change the record.

CATALINA ISLAND. 


All 
An 
A ttra ctiv e 
Keaort 
Classes* 
For many years the people of this and 
San Bernardino counties have been in the 
habit of camping in some of the inviting 
little valleys of Santa Catalina Island 
The favorite place has always been the 
little valley formerly ealled Tim m s’s or 
Happy Valley, and now called Avelon. 
The beach and bay fronting this valley 
is simply perfect. There is little or no 
surf at any tim e, and the water is always 
buoyant and clear, inviting the bather 
and swimmer to disport upon its pellucid 
bosom. Boating and fishing are the fa­ 
vorite pastimes, and as there are no sud­ 
den changes in the w eather, perfect 
safety gives an added pleasure to the en 
joyments of life at this splendid resort. 
Heretofore 
the 
drawback 
to 
the 
casual visitor has been the lack of 
accommodation. 
But now there is a 
good hotel there, well conducted and at 
reasonable charges. The great hulk of 
the people, however, who go there in 
families, continue the old cumping sys­ 
tem, and the beach in all directions is 
covered with tents. 
The hotel is located upon the very 
spot where the aborigines of the island 
performed their funereal rites and buried 
their dead. The mound that was for­ 
merly there has been long leveled, but 
for many years Indian trophies of various 
kinds have been dug out of the black 
earth of which the burial place seems to 
have been formed. 
It was probably at 
this point that the Spanish navigator. 
Admiral Cabrillo, ia 1542, was delighted 
with the pleasant and handsome faces of 
the native women and the manly forms 
and light complexion of the men. 
In ­ 
deed, Cabrillo reported that all 
the 
channel islands were inhabited by a 
very superior people. And if we are to 
believe the explorer. Viscaino, who vis­ 
ited the island in 1602, the natives were 
an enterprising and warlike people, who 
built great boats that seemed like little 
barks alongside of bis own junk-like 
craft. They frequently made raiding expe­ 
ditions to the mainland, and brought their 
captives to the very spot upon which the 
Metropole Hotel now stands, for immo­ 
lation upon the sacrificial pyre. 
Cen­ 
turies of crem ating would account for the 
dark, burnt color of the sand in this one 
locality. 
One can also imagine how the 
Fineugnas (the original nam e of the 
island was Pineugna) here worshipped 
two great black crows, which were with 
them sacred birds, and which, according 
to Galan, were probably a species of vul­ 
ture, known in Mexico as the rey de los 
zopilotes, or king of turkey buzzards. We 
have alsothe authority of Hugo Reid and 
other antiquarians for the information 
that Santa Catalina was really the mint 
which furnished the most valuable sheila 
used as mosey among the tribes on the 
m ainland. 
This would give the Pin- 
eugnas immense power, for it was doubt­ 
less with the aborigines as with civi­ 
lized peoples, that the possession of the 
purse gave efficacy to the sword—or 
rather tomahawk. 
There cannot be less Ilian eight hun­ 
dred people now in Avelon. 
Some of 
these are invalids seeking for cure in the 
pure ocean air and the healing waters of 
Neptune. 
Others are worn down with 
application to work and business, and 
soon find themselves restored to pristine 
health and strength by a short vacation 
at this inviting resort. 
Last week there were several hundred 
new arrivals at Avelon and tents were 
raised in all directions. 
Among the 
campers were many of our oldest fami­ 
lies, who have been going there every 
summer 
for years. 
These 
are the 
people 
who 
enjoy 
themselves 
to 
the utmost. 
They have their own 
boats, they know just where to go to 
find the most successful fishing, they un­ 
derstand the drifc of the currents and 
the variations of the wind, and they can 
map out for each day a line of sport 
which is sure to result successfully. 
The run of barrac-'uda is nearly over, 
although there are still great snoals of 
them lying off the island. 
But rock and 
sea bass and yellow tails, the largest and 
gamiest of fish in our waters, are still 
plentiful. 
A close study of the habits of 
these fish shows th at they only bite at 
intervals. 
Sometimes for several days 
one m ay fish right amongst them and 
not be able to land a single fin. 
At 
others, they are ravenous and seize the 
hook wherever they find it. 
As there is 
no doubt th at fish will be eager for bait 
when they are hungry, it is equally cer­ 
tain that they are not hungry when 
they refuse it. 
This leads 
to 
the 
reason 
why 
at 
tim es 
they 
are 
hauled in in great num bers, and at 
others but a stray catch can be had. 
The current seems to alternately oscillate 
between th e coast of the island and the 
main land. 
The northwest trade wind 
drives it down along the island shore until 
it reaches the southeast end, then the 
south and easterly winds send it over 
to the m ain shore and return it to about 
Point F irm an, where it is again influ­ 
enced by the northwest trade and driven 
along close to the island. 
It has been 
observed that this current is almost liter­ 
ally filled w ith fish food, consisting of 
spawn, anim alcule and a variety of brome 
or sea pollen, upon which the fish satisfy 
their appetites. 
W hen there is an abun­ 
dance of natural food in the water the 
fish will not b ite; but wheu this food is 
carried by the current to the main side, 
then they will eagerly seize the bait, 
and fishing becomes a sport of unsur­ 
passable enjoym ent to those who delight 
in the pastime of Izaak W alton. 
Last 
week the fish were biting freely—this 
week they are s h y ; next week they will 
probably be eager for the hook again. 
The best fishermen have observed this 
irregularity in the habits of the finny 
tribes that infest Catalina, and w hilst no 
inflexible law can be laid down with ref­ 
erence to their movements, it is known 
th at a few days’ large catch are always 
followed by a few days of quiescence. 
But w hether the fish bite or not, there 
are always sporting resources fur the 
Catalina camper. 
If he does not feel 
like ploughing the water, he can take his 
gun and hunt quails and doves in the 
valleys and wild goats in the mountains. 
It is no wonder, then, that the island is 
one of the m ost popular resorts in this 
part of the State with those who have a 
long, or even a short, vacation to spend. 


Free trade in labor seems to be a 
pretty bad thing, for all the dream s of 
the theorist. 
It is a leveling process, 
calculated to bring the best down to an 
average which the worst do the most to 
fix.—[New York Press, ''Rep.)

hanges made by the Conference Com­ 
mittee in the Naval Appropriation bill 
have been completed, showing that the 
total appropriation carried by the meas­ 
ure as it comes from the conference is 
$19,933,224. 
As it came from the House 
the bill appropriated $20,003,074, which 
the Senate increased 
to 
$20,193,243. 
While the items for the increase of the 
navy remain unchanged in substance, the 
am ount of money appropriated for that 
purpose during the present year has 
been slightly reduced. 


LABOR EVILS.

W a s iiin u t o n , 
August 16.—Morgan’s 
motion to postpone the Fisheries treaty 
till December was defeated by a strict 
party Tote; yeas 24, nays 27. 
Reagan then took the floor on the 
President’s annual message. 
During his 
speech Reagan quoted from Blaine’s 
Augusta’s speech of yesterday the extract 
in relation to trusts. 
He said Blaine had 
taken upon himself to ridicule Cleveland’s 
message on that subject, and now posed 
as the apologist and defender of trusts. 
These rem arks of Blaine would (with the 
money and corporation interests of the 
country )add a new feather to the plume of 
that gallant knight and endear him anew 
to the hearts of the money lords. The 
American people were to be congratulat­ 
ed that the claws of monopolistic oppres­ 
sion had been allowed to protrude from 
the velvet gloves under which they had 
been concealed. 
Blaine’s jubilation had 
once move overcome his discretion. 
Blair complained that the extract yead 
by Reagan was not a full report of 
Blaine’s rem arks on 
the subject of 
Trusts, and he sent to the Clerk’s deek 
and had read a report from the New 
York Tribune. 
The conference report on the Army 
Appropriation bill was then taken up, 
ano Gorman, one of the conferees, stated 
the grounds on which he had declined to 
sign the report and on which he would 
vote against it. 
He adm itted th at it was 
a great im provement of the bill, but the 
main feature to which he had always 
objected, and still objected, was th at the 
entire appropriation for the construction 
of ordnance was placed in the hands of 
the officers, and that no opportunity for 
competition was offered to inventors or 
contractors or owners of large steel estab­ 
lishm ents. 
He believed he would, be­ 
fore the m atter closed, offer a resolution 
for the appointm ent of a select commit­ 
tee to investigate the whole subject, 
and he believed such investigation would 
disclose a chapter of incompetency and 
extravagance and exclusion of private 
enterprise on the part of the Ordnance 
corps, th at would be rivaled only by the 
disclosures of the ordnance departm ent 
of the English army. 
Allison, also a member of the Confer­ 
ence Committee, said it had never en­ 
tered his mind that this would be the 
exclusive work of arm y officers. 
The 
first delivery of steel was to be made 
eighteen mouths from this tim e, and he 
had it in his m ind, and supposed that 
such was the state of the Conference 
Committee that there would be still two 
or three sessions of Congress in which to 
settle the question aá to w hether the 
construction of ordnance should bo given 
to private establishm ents or should be 
done at the W atervliet arsenal. 
He was 
not in favor of the absolute exclusion of 
private contractors. 
Finally the discussion closed and the 
Conference report on the Army Appro­ 
priation bill was concurred in ; yeas 30, 
nays 11.

W a s h in g t o n , August 16.—A pension 
has been granted to Lavinia, the"widow 
of Silas M. Stout, W ilmington, Cal.

The Senate Committee on M ilitary to­ 
day authorized the Chairman to prepare 
a bill giving to the Major-General of the 
Army all the rights, privileges and pow­ 
ers th at had been enjoyed by the Gen­ 
eral and Lieutenant-General when those 
officers existed. This action is taken so 
as to enable the Major-General to fill 
those snecial assignments which by law 
fall to the head of the arm y, and which 
are not provided for othei wise by statute. 
Notwithstanding the 
fact that the 
House to-daj' passed the Fortification 
Appropriation bill .Chairman Townshend, 
of the M ilitary Committee, intends to 
push the report of the conferees on the 
Army bill, which embodies the provision 
for sea-coast arm am ent inserted by the 
Senate. 
Report m ust be first made to 
the Senate, but Townshend is hopeful of 
getting it before the House in a day or 
two. 
He says in his opinion there will 
be no provision for fortifications this 
year if the House fails to concur in the 
conference report, as he is satisfied the 
bill passed to-day cannot become a law.

with the result that the Americans were 
crowded to the wall, as the foreigners 
worked for very low wages. 
Witness 
said that the charitable men made money 
by their investm ent and w anted people 
to believe that they were unselfish. Trie 
present condition of the American cigar- 
m akers was deplorable, and all on ac­ 
count of immigration. 
In this city 70 
per cent, of the cigar-makers are aliens 
who could never learn how to speak En­ 
glish. Twenty years ago the condition 
of affairs was tbe reverse. 
American 
cigar-inakers were compeled to go into 
other business. 
W itness was certain 
th at the females who testified would be 
discharged for so doing. Furniture work­ 
ers also suffered from enforced im migra­ 
tion, their wages having been reduced 
from 20 to 50 per cent, in the past six. 
years; the same state of affairs exist 
am ong the tailors from the same cause. 
The coal m iners suffer from the enforced 
im migrations of Hungarians. 
M iners’ 
wages had fallen 50 per cent, while coal 
was selling as usual. 
H erm an Stein, a flannel shirt m anu­ 
facturer, said the testimony given before 
the Commission by Mary Berg that he 
(witness) was in the habit of im porting 
foreigners to work in his factory, was 
basely false. 
“ The only true statem ent 
she m ade,” said witness, “ was that I re­ 
duced wages half a cent a dozen, and I ’ll 
tell you now th at we were going to raise 
wages ag ain : she was an agitator in the 
shop, and I was glad to get rid of her.” 
Mary F. T. B nc. living at 116 Mullierry 
street, said she worked at button holes 
ami only earned forty cents a day by 
using her needle from 5 o’clock in the 
morning until 10 o’clock at night. 
She 
shares with three families four rooms, 
for wliioh $15 a m onth is paid, there 
being fifteen persons living in the apart­ 
ments.

The Sea Augments the Num­ 
ber of Its Dead. 


ONE HUNDRED AND FIVE VICTIMS. 


The 
Geiser Run Down by a Sister 
Vessel—Swallowed by 
the Waves.

New Yokk, August 10.—The steamer 
W eiland 
of the 
Hamburg-American 
Steamship Line, has just brought news 
of a collision off Sable Island, between 
the Geiser and Thingvalla, of the Thing- 
vail Line, which occurred at 4 o’clock on 
the morning of August 14. The Geiser 
sank in five m inutes after the collision, 
and 105 persons were drowned. The 
Thingvalla was so disabled that she had 
to put into Halifax after transferring all 
her passengers to the W eiland. The 
Geiser had eighty-six passengers aboard, 
seventy-two of whom were drowned or 
killed in the collision, and the rem ain­ 
ing fourteen were taken first on the 
Thingvalla and then on the Weiland. 
The 
Geiser’s 
crew 
numbered fifty, 
seventeen were saved and thirty three 
were drowned. Captain Moller, of the 
Geiser, was among those saved. 
The 
passengers of the Thingvalla transferred 
to the Weiland numbered 4 5 5 . 
The Geiser left this port August 11th, 
bound for Stettin. 
The Thingvalla was 
on her way to this city, and was adver­ 
tised to leave here on August 25th. 
A 
very heavy sea and dense fog were ex­ 
perienced through the night, and early 
on the moruing of the 14th the Thing-* 
valla struck the Geiser on the starboard 
side amidships. 
The boats then parted, 
and within five minutes the Geiser sank. 
The crew of the Thingvalla did all they 
could to save the Geiser’s crew and pass­ 
engers, while still in doubt as to w hether 
the Thingvalla was not dangerously dis­ 
abled, but owing to the heavy sea only 
thirty-one were saved. 
No other vessel 
was near at the time. 
The W eiiand, on 
her way to this port, was 100 miles away. 
A t 11:30 o’clock on the morning of the 
14th the Weiland was sighted. 
Signs of 
distress were made by the Thingvalla 
and the transfer of passengers began. 
The sea was very heavy, but no mishaps 
occurred in the transfer of passengers.

CAPTAIN AI.BEKS’ STORY. 
Captain A. Albers, of the W eiland, 
tells the following story: 
At 10 o ’clock 
on the morning of August 14th we passed 
some wreckage floating in the sea, and 
suspected th at an accident had hap­ 
pened somewhere near us. 
A little later 
we sailed through a sea of oil and sight­ 
ed the broken boat of the Geiser. At 
about 11:30 we sighted a steamer to the 
northw ard, about six miles off, and see­ 
ing she bad a flag of distress up, we ran 
down to her. 
It proved to be the Tbing- 
valla, and Captain Laub, of that vessel, 
came to us and begged us to take off his 
passengers and those he bad saved 
from the Geiser. 
He said hie own 
vessel was so badly injured th a t he 
expected her to sink at any moment. 
H is forward compartment had been com­ 
pletely carried awe.> from half down from 
the deck to below the water line. 
We 
sent out three of our boats and the 
Thingvalla lowered hers, and in five 
hourB we had transferred the saved pas­ 
sengers and crew of the Geiser, and also 
th e 455 passengers of the Thingvalla. The 
sea was very Tough, and the work of 
transferring the passengers was very dif­ 
ficult. The immense hole in the Thing- 
valla’s bow was then patched up as well 
as possible and she started for Halifax 


THIRD OFFICER PETERSENS’ TALE. 
The collision, so far as known, was 
caused by fog, and the chief officer of 
each vessel was on deck at the time of 
th e collision, and Third Officer Petersen 
told much the same story of the occur­ 
rence. H e said : 
The fog was very dense, and th e first 
we knew the vessel approaching was 
upon ub. 
She appeared on the starboard 
side right upon us. Both vessels attem pted 
to steer off> but w ithout success. The 
Geiser was struck opposite the engine 
r o o m , am idships; being heavily loaded 
she was very low in the water, so that 
the Thingvalla ran over the decks of the 
Geiser. The Geiser’s deck houses were 
carried away and the state rooms were 
smashed in and the occupants killed. 
He heard the bell ringing in the Geis­ 
e r’s engine room, but could not tell what 
the order was. Officer Petersen ran on 
deck as soon as he beard the bell ringing 
again, this time to back, and the steamer 
had just commenced to reverse when the 
Thingvalla struck her. 
The Geiser’s whistle was blowing at 
the time that Second Officer Fergesen 
jumped for the Thingvalla, when they 
struck, and was hauled on the Thing- 
valla’s deck by some of the latter’s 
crew. 
One of the Geiser’s passengers 
was picked up with a broken leg. 
As soon as the W eiland arrived in the 
lower bay, Captain Moller, of the Geiser, 
left the steam er on a revenue cutter. He 
went directly to the office of the agents 
of the company, where he was closeted 
a few mom ents with the agents. 
He 
only left word that the accident was due 
to bad weather, and left w ithout stating 
his destination. 
The rest of the crew of 
the Geiser were taken to the Hotel Den­ 
m ark on the arrival of the Weiland. 
Twenty-four of the passengers and crew 
of the Geiser, under charge of Second 
Officer Fergesen, arrived at the Hotel 


Denmark. They were brawny fellows, 
curiously attired, and but few had either 
coats or stockings. 


TIIE SECOND OFFICER’S ACCOUNT. 
Second Officer Fergesen gave a graphic 
eccount of the collision. 
He said : 1 was 
asleep in my bunk when I felt the shock 
and I immediately went on deck. Tak­ 
ing in the situation at a glance, I ordered 
all hands on deck, Then I swung myself 
off on the bow of the Thingvalla and 
scram bled to her deck. The doomed 
craft sank gracefully, stern first, with her 
bow in the air. 
Most everybody was 
sound asleep, and when she began to fill 
I could hear groans and heart-rending 
screams coming from below. Those who 
reached the deck made frantic efforts to 
cut down the boats, but they were too 
excited to be successful. They finally 
grabbed up different pieces of wood and 
jumped over the side of the vessel. 


OTHER NARRATIVES. 
A nnas W ieliea.a civil engineer of Min­ 
neapolis, one of the passengers of the 
Geiser, said: About 4 o’clock Thursday 
morning I was awakened by a light 
shock, and thinking we had struck a 
wreck, I went on deck just as some one 
shouted, "she is sinking.” 
1 found she 
had been struck on the starboard side 
about amidships. 
There were at that 
time about four or five men working at 
the boats. 
I had a cork jacket and felt 
comparatively safe, so I called to the 
people |down stairs, and then watched 
the boat sink. 
As she went down I 
stuck to her and was carried down some 
distance. Soon I felt myself shoot through 
the water, impelled by the cork jacket. 
I was on the surface of the water for per­ 
haps half an hour. 
I climbed on the 
keel of a small boat floating upside down 
and was iiwilly picked up. 
Dr. A .' Aagwein, of Copenhagen, i 
young dentist who is on his way to Phil 
adelphia to complete his studies, was 
among the Thing val la’s passengers. 
He 
made the following statem ent to an As­ 
sociated Press reporter: 
The voyage was uneventful until early 
Tuesday morning. 
I had left my berth, 
and looking out, saw there was a dense 
fog prevailing. I could hear our steam 
whistle blowing, but heard no other sig­ 
nals. 
It was exactly 4 :30 o’clock when 
I was hurled to the floor of my state­ 
room. There was a terrific crash, and I 
knew instantly that a collision had oc­ 
curred. I ran to the deck and found we 
had run onto the steam ship Geiser. As 
I reached the deck the Thingvilla drew 
out of the rent she had 
made in 
the Geiser’s side. Captain Laub, of the 
Thingvalla, was in his berth when the 
accident occurred. 
His arm was broken 
two weeks ago and he was in his berth 
when the Thingvalla crashed into the 
Geiser. The TLiingvalla’s crew did all 
they could to rescue the unfortunates 
and obeyed orders promptly. TheTbing- 
valla’s upper deck was not injured, but 
her bows were broken in from a point 
ten feet below the deck. 'Jlio dent was 
about twenty-seven feet in length and 
ran back above and below the water line, 
to the bulkhead. 
Had it not been for 
that bulkhead the Thingvalla 
would 
have gone 
down 
like a 
shot. 
I 
afterwards 
learned 
that 
Captain 
Moller, 
of 
the 
Geiser, 
had 
gone 
to bed and left First Officer Brown 
in command of the vessel. 
Brown was 
lost. 
Lifeboats were promptly launched 
from the Thingvalla, and the work of 
rescue began. 
Some of the Geiser’s pas­ 
sengers and crew bad reached their 
boats, but the most of them were picked 
up from 
improvised crafts—chicken- 
coops, camp-stools, and anything else 
that would suit. 
The survivors, had to 
hurry, as the Geiser went down, stern 
first, about five minutes after the crash. 
The most wonderful escape was that of 
Assistant Engineer Berthelsen. 
After 
the Geiser had gone down, and it was 
known that there were no passengers in 
any of the lost steam er’s boats, the Cap­ 
tain of tbe Thingvalla had the bows of 
his own vessel protected as far as possi­ 
ble with straw mattresses and other m a­ 
terials to keep out the water. 
Distress 
signals were sounded and the ship laid in 
for daylight. The fog lifted at about 5 :40 
o’clock. 
Between 10 and 11 o’clock the 
steam ship W eiland, of the Hrfmburg- 
Americon Packet Line, was sighted. She 
bore down to us and laid to w ithin a 
short distance of our vessel. Captain 
Laub took a boat and went to tbe Wei­ 
land. 
Captain Albers of that vessel 
readily consented to receive the rescued 
passengers and the crew of the Geiser. 
The work of transferring 
was 
ac­ 
complished with a 
single 
accident, 
a 15-year-old boy, whose nam e I did not 
learn, bad his legs crushed. 
He was 
one of the Thingvalla’s passengers. A 
num ber of her complement were also 
taken aboard the W eiland. The sea had 
become somewhat lougher by this time 
and there were many lively scenes as 
children and older passengers were low­ 
ered in slings to the boats. 
The able­ 
bodied passengers and crew used ship 
ladders. 
As we reached the W eiland 
the last of tbe Geiser’s abandoned life 
boats floated out of sight. There was no 
fault to be found with the m anner in 
which we were treated aboard the Wei­ 
land. 
Nothing was too gcod for us. 
Even tbe passengeis divided their cloth­ 
ing with the unfortunates 
from 
the 
Geiser. 
RECEPTION OF TIIE RESCUED. 
Captain Albers, of the Weiland, upon 
reaching1 quarantine, 
telegraphed the 
first intufiUtion of the disaster to Captain 
E. Bordenhuser, general superintendent 
of the H am burg Line. Arrangements 
were at once made for the reception of 
the rescued passengers in New York.

SECRET COMMUNICATION 
W ith headquarters at W ashington. This 
only could be done by means ol the tele­ 
graph. 
Each army had its corps of tele­ 
graphers with it and their duties were 
particularly arduous. 
None of the vexa­ 
tions attendant upon the ill incidents of 
camp life were theirs. They worked early 
and late receiving and sending dispatches 
translating ciphers and keeping in con­

THE CIPHER OPERATORS. 
There were about five of these in W ash­ 
ington, and each General had one with 
him . 
The cipher operator received and 
interpreted dispatches of the most mo­ 
mentous nature. 
Often he had the 
password long in advance of the time 
when it was to be used. Mr. E. Rose- 
water, editor of the Omaha Bee, had the 
password of the corps with which he was 
connected for weeks in advance, and 
when not even the General of the army 
knew it. 
During the great civil struggle, 
over 15,000 miles of wire were in opera­ 
tion, and over 13,000.000 message were 
estimated to have been sent; about 
twelve hundred operators were em- 
iloyed, and nearly three hundred were 
tilled, wounded or captured on the field 
of battle. 
Through the efforts of Gen­ 
eral Rosecrans a bill was introduced in 
the House which recognized the value of 
their services during the war and made 
provisions for pensions.

Mayor I. M. Weston, of Grand Rapids, 
Chairman of the Michigan Democratic 
.State Committee, was at the Twenty- 
ninth street headquarters yesterday, and 
reported his State in adm irable condition 
politically. 
He said the State ticket 
nominated on the 19th ult. was an ex­ 
ceptionally strong one. 
The idea of re­ 
ducing the tariff taxes on the necessaries 
of life is a popular one in M ichigan. The 
people begin to realize tbe startling fact 
th at it costs Michigan six times as much 
to pay its annual Federal tariff tax as it 
does to run the entire State Government. 
"T he farm er rem embers the war pe­ 
riod,” said Mr. Weston, "w hen wheat 
was $2.27 per bushel, and he put just 
seven bushels into the wagon when he 
had to buy a $15.75 suit of clothes. Now, 
with w heat at 75 cents, he has to put 
twenty-one bushels in to get the same or 
a very little better suit. 
He gets inquis­ 
itive and finds the old war tariff tax of 
67 per cent still standing on woolen 
goods, which is mainly responsible for 
the big hole made in his wheat bin. X 
ulso find that since the war, when every­ 
thing th at is to be sold has declined 50 to 
200 per cent, and all th at is being con­ 
sumed is being held up to approximately 
war prices by a ruinous tariff tax. the 
am ount of mortgages on Michigan farms 
has been steadily and regularly increas­ 
ing until they have reached the frightful 
aggregate of $37,454,679, according to the 
last report of the Commissioner of La­ 
bor. 
"A gain, in my city,” said the Mayor, 
we have forty-two furniture factories, 
employing 10,000 men, whose products 
are shipped to almost every country in 
the civilized world. 
Not the slightest 
protection is furnished them by the tariff 
tax. 
But on the lumber, plate glass, 
marble, m etal trimmings and upholster­ 
ing goods used, the factories pay very 
heavy im port duties; and when a work­ 
man wants a new suit of clothes,he finds 
it takes just twice as many days’ work 
to buy it as did during the war.” 
" I tell you the owners and employees 
of these factories, as well as the farmers, 
are coming over to us by the thousand, 
and when asked to stand by the war 
taxes, even to the extent of cheap whis­ 
key and oleomargarine, they shout ‘Rats’ 
with a vigor th at is appalling to Repub­ 
lican campaign committees.”—[N. Y.

Bush tires raging in the neighborhood 
of Kensington.

The Ontario Government will be ap­ 
pealed to for aid. 
General Yon Pape, commander of the 
Berlin district, is about to resign. He 
will l>e succeeded by General Alversle- 
ben. General Yon Sehellendorff, the 
Prussian Minister of War, also wants to 
resign after the autumn mameuvres. 
He will probably be succeeded by Gen­ 
eral Yon Caprivis. 
The Paris train arrived at Adrianople 
at midnight Wednesday. Ten thousand 
persons had assembled at the station. 
There were similar scenes at all the sta­ 
tions until Constantinople was reached. 
There, owing to the Government’s ord­ 
ers, no cheering was allowed but a large 
crowd assembled. 
The Porte has sent a circular note to 
the Powers regarding the occupation of 
Massowah by Italy. In it the Porte 
maintains the suzerain rights of the 
Sultan over the whole of the eastern and 
western coast of the Red Sea, and de­ 
clares that the Italian occupation of 
Massowah is in violation of existing 
treaties. 
Emperor William attended the unveil­ 
ing of the monument to the memory of 
Frederick Charles, at Frankfort Thurs­ 
day. The Emperor was present at a 
breakfast in his honor after the unveiling 
and gave a toast on German unity. 
He 
said forty-six million Germans would die 
rather tlien deliver a single stone of 
Alsace-Lorraine to France. 
In some localities in Mexico the people 
are suffering a plague in the way of an 
invasion of rats, which go into towns and 
villages in large numbers, destroying 
nearly everything in their way. In some 
instances destructive conflagrations have 
been started by rats getting into places 
where matches are kept, and setting fire 
to the houses. All efforts to poison them 
seem to fail. 
Two thousand leading Imperialists met 
in Paris on Wednesday.
